graunted: bnt in paſſyng the bondes of their licences, by buying yerely greater quantitie of wool then they ought to 
do, ſo that the Clothiers can buy litle oz none, but ſuche as is very courſe,o2 els at ſuche exceſſiue pzices,as they can not 
make they: pzincipal thereof agapne: whereby her Maieſtie vnderſtandeth, that without ſome reſtraynt ol the layde 
licences loꝛ ſome reaſonable tyme, there ſhallfolowe great want to the Clothiers to continue they: trade,foz maynte- 
naunce al wel ol them ſelues,as ofgreat multitudes of pooꝛe people liuing only vnder them, to the decay ol diuers good 
townes, whiche are cheelely maynteyned by the Clothiers. Therefoze by the aduice of her Counſell, her Maieſtie 
ſtrayghtly chargeth and commaundeth, that from and alter the publication of this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation, no perſon, 
(other then ſuche as by the lawes ol this Realme are appoynted and permitted) ſhall vpon payne of her Mateſties dil 
pleaſure, and impꝛilonment duryng her pleaſare, by him oz her ſelle, oꝛ by any other, either directly, oꝛ indirectly, by 
vertue ol any theyꝛ ſpecial licence, buy oꝛ bargaine foz any woolles whatſoeuer, ofthe growing ol this Realme, oꝛ ol 


wales, at anp tyme befoze the feaſt ol all Saintes next enſuing the publication hereof, Ind that all perſons, hauyng 


at this time any graunt from her Maieſtie, to licence him oꝛ them to bupe oz ſell wooll, (hal within two monethes af- 
ter the publication hereof, exhibite into her Court ol Exchequer the ſame graunt, to be enrolled there, whereby her 
Maieſtie may be enfourmed of the contentes thereof, and ſo as ( when time ſhalbe to remit the vſe thereof) oꝛder may 
be taken howe the ſame may be hereafter oꝛdered and vſed, without ſuche publique damage to the Nealme, as alredye 
hath appeared: And yr the ſame ſhal not be pꝛeſented to be enrolled within the ſayde tyme, that then the ſame (hall not 
herealter haue place to be vſed, Ind loꝛ the better execution hereof, her highneſle by the aduice afozeſayde,ſtrayght- 
lychargeth and commaundeth al and ſinguler Juſtices of the peace, Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, and Bayliffes,not only to ſee 
this Pꝛoclamation truely executed, but alſo yk any perſon be iuſtly accuſed befoze him oꝛ them fo: contemnyng 02 bea- 
kyng this Pꝛoclamation, oꝛ anpe parte thereof, they ſhall commit ſuche perſon to warde, there to remayne without 
bayle oz maynepzyce,tyl her Maieſties pleaſure befurtherknowen. Mozeouer her highneſſe, meanyng to leaue no⸗ 
thyng vndone that may tende to the redzefle of ſo great a myſcheele as were otherwyſe lyne to enſue, hath taken oꝛder 
that the company of the Marchantes Staplers, that they noꝛ anye ofthem not withſtandyng that by the ſtatutes of 
this Realme,they be permitted without limitation of tyme) chal not buy oꝛ bargayne, either directly, oꝛ indirectly,foz 
any woolles growyng within this Realme, vntylthe latter ende ol febꝛuarie next enſuing. Ind in caſe the ſayd Com- 
pany,o2 any oł them, chall contrary to the ſayde oꝛder, pꝛeſume to buy oꝛ bargayne fo2 any woolles: then her Maieſfie, 
ppon notice geuen vnto her pꝛiuie Counſell, ot the perſons that ſhall ſo ollende, wyll cauſe the ſayde parties to receiue 
uche punichment, as ſhalbe due fo2 theyꝛ contempt in that behalte.
